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Wheeling Planning Commission to Conduct Meeting Virtually

WHEELING, W.VA. — Out of an abundance of caution due to rising number of COVID-19
cases in Ohio County, the Wheeling Planning Commission’s upcoming meeting will be held
virtually and not in City Council Chambers where they are usually conducted.
